What are you doing at McGill? 
Getting an education you say? 
Have you ever thought about what' 
you arc getting, and how you 'are 
getting it?

The problem is one of the great- 
est in modern civilization.

Today the field of man's knowl- 
edge is' expanding at such a rate 
that no one man can comprehend It 
all, or even hope to be an expert 
in more than a few bmnches of 
this knowledge. How then, is the 
poor student who knows even less 
than the expert,' to choose what 
he Is to be, and what he should 
study to become proficient In his 
chosen licldl Add to thii tha 



strain of modem life, which is pro- 
ducing an ever-increasing stream 
of neurotics, and it becomes a 
marvel, that' the majority of stud- 
ents ever grow up to be useful and 
sane citizens. 

Obviously there should be peo- 
ple . trained to aid the student 
There are methods that exist today 
with which much of this can be 
effected. These methods are:, the 
use of the interview by trained 
personnel and the mass phychol- 
ogical lest. To say that these tech- 
niques are too new and not well 
enough worked out. Is to ignore all 
the use that has been made of them 
in the last quaHer of a century. 
They have been used very success 
fully In the armed services, and 
lu'edueaUonaMnstltutions for many 
Vtars. The results that they have 
achieved, more than' warrant any. 
expense that they may incur; In 
fact it is quite probable that they 
produce an improvement which 
has financial advantages. This Is 
borne out by the fact that InduS'

The presence ^f thirty more Vets 
would have transformed yesterday's 
meeting bf the McGtil Student Vet- 
erans Society Into an off iciàl 'gen- 
eral meeting, but lack of a quorum 
made it unolficial. 

Nevertheless the Executive of the 
Society presented à report of its 
activities, and the question of the 
election of three McGIUi^ d^egates 
to the National ConferehciB of Stud- 
ent Veterans was discussed, This 
Conference will be held in Toronto 
during the Christmas holidays. 

Housing Director G. N. Bourke 
stated that IS rooms have been ob- 
tained lor student veterans through 
an advertisement in the Montreal 
Star, but that so far only S applica- 
tions had been received. In this 
connection, a housing statement ap- 
pears elsewhere in the Daily, telling 
those wanting rooms where to re- 
ply. 

Len Starkey, past President of 
the Veterans Society, suggested that 
candidates for the McGill delegation 
should be nominated from the floor, 
and later voted on in a campus bal- 
lot. Outside nominations would also 
be accepted for the 3-man déléga- 
tion. Norman Nuremberg proposed 
that each Vet should vote for three 
candidates, and that the three with 
the most votes should makié up the 



delegation. It was further suggest- 
ed that this election could be held 
in conjunction with the Arts and 
Science elections which are to be 
held shortly. These three sugges- 
tions found favor with those près 
ent as checked by a show of hands. 

Frank Common, chairman of the 
meeting, called upon Len Starkey, 
Fnîiident - at . N.C.S.y.: ta address 
the meeting. Ttit latter outlined the 
work of last year's Conference- and 
urged the new delegates to carry 
on the policies of their predeces 
sors, and to press .for an ii^crease 
in. Government Grants. 

The UnlVct report, presented by 
John Pousette, strcs.ied that Uni 
■yet was most interested in highly 
specialized jobs whicfi would pay 
well. He also stated that UniVet's 
publicity campaign would ■ aoon 
make Montreal "UniVet Conscious.' 

The Treasurer, George Hampson 
reported that the Society how had 
$196.44 in the bank, exclusive of 
funds of the. old .executive, which 
hove . not yet been turned over. 
1126.28 of this total came from the 
"Vets Do", and he particularly 
thanked Joan Greaves, treasurer of 
the "Do".

Official Custom of Bilingiialism Will Be Featured 



students from the 'University of 
Montreal will provide "His Majesty's 
Most Loyal Opposition" it the next 
Model Parliament whifh will be 
held Wednesday, December 11, at 
8 p.m. in the nlJion Ballroom. 

The Liberals, who wllliform the 
Government, have presented a re- 
solution to carry out the Dominion 
Government proposals, of the latest 
Dominion ProvinelftI Conference. 

An as yet un-named anti-central- 
ist party of U. of M.'atuden\« .will 
attack these proposals , on the 
ground that they are a menacé to 
Provincial, Autonomy. However, 
Carabins can be found on both 
sides of the resolution, and the Lib- 
eral Government and possibly the 
other parties will receive support 
from their ranks. 

The steering committee of the 
Model Parliament, on which the 
four political clubs ar^ represented, 
extended this invitation to the U. 
of M. with two objects in view. Not 
only do they welcome the Carabins 
for the distinctive point of view 
that they can preseht but they con- 
sider that this Model Parliament 
will, provide an opportunity for in- 
dividual McGill 'students ^o meet 
their fellow students ' from the 
other side of the mountain. '

The C.C.F., L.P.P. and Progres- 
sive Conseirvatives will also be in 
opposition to the government, al- 
though it was learned that the dif- 
ferent parties were in favor of cer- 
tain aprts of the resoluton. The 
C.C.F. is expeeteb to base its main 
attack on the last' paragraph of the 
resolution. 

The L,P.P. emhpasized that the 
B.N.A. Act from the very begin- 
ning was'designed to make Quebec 
a presreve of low wages, and will 
propose amendments to alter this 
situation.

Gone now are even the pretenses 
of legality in M. Duplessis' drive 
to deny freedom ot worship to this 
sect. A fundamental civil liberty 
is bcinR denied a minority. Quebec 
is fast becoming the scene of racial 
and religious prejudice, out ot whlrti 
Fascist movements have their birth, 
and on which they thrive. We arc 
witnessing a challenge to a funda 
mental part of our way of life. II 
would be a deadly attitude indeed 
for us to let this challenge go un 
answered merely because we are 
not ot the minority being persecu- 
ted, or because we consider said 
minority particularly disagi;eeable. 
We are n nation ot minbrlties and 
any right and freedom that remains 
unguarded and uncherished Is a 
right which may in the future be 
denied to us, and our own particu- 
lar minority. .

College has {^instituted a ' compre- 
hensive cotinwiling and ^ testing 
scheme during the greatest expan- 
sion that It has evit experienced. 
The University , ot Montreal has 
Just recently established a clinic to 
which any student can go to get 
advice on vocational and personal 
problems. In the Westmounl High 
School à trained worker in this 
field ha^^been there ever since 1935, 
and is now a permanent member of 
the staff. The rest of the schools 
under the Protestant School Board 
for Montreal arc. introducing such 
services. In fact, every maior edu- 
cational institution, with the pos- 
sible exception of the Catholic 
Schools, has counselling and psy- 
chometric testing, except McGill. 
Why.dMi^cudi a situation exist? 

It cannoV be because of the'great 
influx ot students, for that only 
makes the problem even more ur- 
gent; also if Sir Gebrge Williams 
College, with all its disadvantages, 
can find a way, why can't McGill 
It is not for lack of trained person- 
nel, for there Is a Psychology De- 
partment here, and even if the 
professors were too busy, much of 
thé work would afford wonderful 
training to students of psychology. 
The usefulness of such a program' 
cannot be denied. and surely the ex- 
pense is not the factor when McGiU 
can plan to spend nine million^ dol- 
lars on buildings. 

To summarize, a problem exists, 
namely that of studenta choosing 
their courses wisely, and adjiisting 
normally to life so that he can 
study effectively. There is a good 
solution to this problem, in having 
trained specialists in guidance who 
use interviews and psychological 
tests as à. means of giving re 
liable information and help to the 
student. Please do not misunder 
stand our proposals, we arc not 
suggesting that McGill set up a 
social security scheme complete 
with a mental hospital. Rather we 
would like to see a system that 
would arrest any .dangerous de 
velopments or advise the student 
seeing a psychiatrist where nec- 
essary, OS along with a' general 
program to help the normal stud- 
ent choose his courses when he is 
in doubt. We feel that such meas-'

Housing of Students 
Is University Issue 

' The great influx of. veterans to 
the Universities, particularly In the 
past year, has brought Into focus 
the whole question ot housing for 
student! attending McGiU. With 
the housing crisis as it exists tà 
day, student accommodation, in the 
past considered a private matter, 
has become recognized as the re- 
sponsibility ot University and Gov- 
ernment authorities, as well at that 
of student government itself. 

The Housing. Panel of N.F.CU.S. 
set itself the following, tasks: 

(a) To survey the housing ac- 
commodation afforded by the Uni- 
versity, and all the ways In which 
students arc housed, how much 
they pay, how the various student 
residences are operated, etc.; -(b) 
To establish statistically the pro- 
portion of students at McGIII liv- 
ing away from home; (c) To draw 
conclusions from the facts obtained 
and to make, proposals for imme- 
diate and long term plans, and ac- 
tion. 

The report, conclusions and pro- 
posals will be used by the McGill 
delegation to the N.F.CU.S. con- 
ference. 

In addition the Students Council 
has shown particular interest in 
the forthcoming report of the 
Houalnk'Fahel, and this report and 
recommendations when complete 
will be submitted for considera- 
tion, and may well, serve ai the 
starting point for Student Council 
action on housing.
